Tis little town of Maynard, Iowa, on the 9th day of 
February, was receiving floral pieces and messages of sym- 
pathy from all parts of the Union where pure bred dairy 
cattle are raised—a tribute to Paul Stewart, one of the 
greatest practical dairymen and breeders in the past quarter 
century. He was a true product of his time. Hard work, 
some privations, and mellowing disappointments, went 
to make this intelligent man a friend among many. He 
loved the relief of humor and contributed his share. He 
found pleasure in the relaxing company of men who under- 
stood life as he did. But there came a time when health 
was the ruling factor in his life, and it was the courage with 
which he faced his hazard that endeared him even more to 
those who knew him. 

Paul Stewart offered his herd of 73 Holsteins at public 
auction and they brought an average of $1,207. He bred 
good ones. 

He was interested in his national association, being a 
member for 38 years. Mr. Stewart was a Director for 12 
years, an Executive Committee man for eight years, an 
official inspector in Herd Classification, a member of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association foreign relations committee, 
and Chairman of his breed’s committee on qualification of 
judges. 

Full as was his life with his chosen breed, his place in 
breeding good livestock transcended the breed plane. 
He valued the work of the Purebred Dairy Cattle Asso- 
ciation and contributed to its policies and advancement. 

Wherever good cattle were shown, Paul Stewart was 
either in there showing or watching from the ringside. We 
always enjoyed his pleasing way of “‘sidling’’ up to us when 
a good class was being placed in our breed, and whispering, 
“You don’t have to be ashamed of that class. No Sir.” 
Wherever the welfare of the industry needed support, Paul 
Stewart did his share, and we believe he was one of the most 
tolerant breed men we have known. 

One only needs to know his sons to realize that he was 
also a great teacher. These three sons, John, Mike and 
Bob, are top livestock men of national recognition. John 
is field-man for the Holstein-Friesian Association; Mike is 
farming the home acres, and R. D. (Bob) is our own As- 
sistant Secretary. Other survivors are Mrs. Paul Stewart 
and ‘a daughter, Mrs. Frank Paschal.

ILK is one of the largest single 
sources of cash farm income, 
and represents an industry 

developed on standards of sanitation, 
pasteurization, economical  distri- 
bution and health safeguards, that 
have made our system of supply and 
distribution a world standard. More 
milk and dairy products are dis- 
tributed to more people than ever 
before, and there rests upon the in- 
dustry an obligation to provide this 
essential human food as economically 
as possible. 

In these days of high feed and labor 
costs, even more attention must be 
directed to methods of lowering the 
cost of production in the dairy in- 
dustry. A great deal is written and 
spoken about the price of dairy pro- 
ducts to the consumer. When de- 
mands are made for an increase in 
price, thoughts immediately go to 
costs of production and margins of 
profit. No industry can survive very 
long with inefficient production me- 
thods, particularly when its productsare 
sold on a highly competitive market. 

While some difference exists be- 
tween incomes of different dairy farms,

because of the difference in market 
price received, the greatest difference 
in income is due to production costs 
on individual farms. 


INCREASED PRODUCTION PER Cow 


There are a few major factors af- 
fecting cost of production. The 
first and most important of these is the 
level of production per cow. Over 40 
years ago, production testing through 
dairy herd improvement associations 
was started, and during that time the 
level of production has gradually in- 
creased in association herds. In the 
last 20 years production increased 
from 290 to 356 pounds of butter fat 
per cow, annually. In Oregon, the 


level of production in associations is 
about 370 pounds of butter fat per 
cow, which is about 100 pounds of 
butter fat more than is produced by 
the average Oregon dairy cow. There 
are also a good many herds maintain- 
ing annual averages of 500 pounds of 
butter fat, which is proof that higher 
levels of production can be reached. 

It costs just as much to raise and 
maintain the low producer as it does 
the high producer. It is the amount of 
production over and above that re- 
quired for maintenance that is impor- 
tant to profitable dairying. The 
following table illustrates clearly the 
importance of level of production 
as a factor in cost of production. This

This certainly indicates the value of 
careful selection of the sire as the first 
step toward increased production per 
cow.

but the production level has the 
greatest influence. 

Better Sires: Increasing milk and 
fat production at the lower levels of 
250 and 300 pounds is not too difficult. 
When the production level reaches 
500 pounds, the dairyman has a real 
problem in maintaining that level. 
The use of better sires is the first step. 
As long as many of the dairymen use 
ordinary or scrub bulls, yearly increase 
in production will continue to be 
slow, or will even slip back on the 
average herd. Far too many cows are 
being bred to scrub bulls, or cross 
bred to beef bulls. In dairy herd 
improvement associations more at- 
tention is given to the selection of the 
sire, and we see higher production 
than the average, with over half the 
the sires showing an increase in the 
production of daughters over their 
dams. In artificial breeding associa- 
tions, where the selected 
with utmost care, 75 per cent of the 
sires increased daughters over dams. 


sires are 
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Selected Dams: The next step is to 
save heifers out of dams selected for 
uniform high production and long 
useful life. One more calf, and one 
more lactation added to the lifetime 
record per cow, would in itself greatly 
More 


to the details of proper 


lower the cost of production. 
attention 
selection, feeding, and management, 
will increase the length of useful life 
of the average cow. Carefully selected 
well grown-out heifers will pay off 
in increased production and less danger 
of disease. 


Cow Families: Replacements should 
come from cow families that have 
demonstrated long life, good pro- 
duction, desirable type, and good 
breeding efficiency. A study of herd 
records will show which families in- 
crease and supply surplus stock, which 
barely maintain themselves, and those 
that run out due to disease, low pro- 
duction or non-fertility. 


Testing for Production: Again we 
turn to the records of herd improve- 
ment associations, and breed associa- 
tion test records, for proof that testing 
pays. We would not think of driving 
a six cylinder car down the road with 
two spark plugs not firing. Faulty 
performance would cause us to hire a 
mechanic to test the plugs to see 
which ones were faulty. Similarly, 
we need to test all cows in a herd to 
determine which are performing ef- 
ficiently. It is not uncommon in 
testing associations to find the ten 
high cows averaging 550 pounds of 
butter fat, and the ten low cows averag- 
ing 250 pounds of butter fat. Likewise, 
within a herd we find the same dif- 
ferences. The low producer may 
actually be eating up a considerable 
part of the profit of the higher pro- 
ducing cow. The herd average may 
be 400 pounds of fat on the basis of 
milk weights and tests from the milk 
plant, but these records do not locate 
the boarder cow. Too many cows 
are rated on a few months’ heavy 
production, while it is the annual 
production that counts and pays the 
feed bill. Only testing of individual 
cows will give the needed records. 


Culling: Rigid culling, on the basis 
of recorded performance, is one of the 
quick steps toward cutting production 
costs. In many instances the culling 
does not go far enough. One or two 
heifers may have been kept from a cow 
pending a record of her performance. 
When the dam does not measure up 
to the standard set, consideration 
should be given to culling the daugh- 
ters along with the dam, depending on 
what may be expected in the inheri- 
tance from the sire. Bull calves should 
be selected with greater care. Too 
many are raised for use as herd sires 
that never have a chance of increasing 
production, a fact that may be deter- 
mined by a study of their pedigree. 


IMPROVED FEEDING PRACTICES 
WITH BETTER FEEDS 


Research in the feeding of livestock 
has been going on for many years, and 
many practical aids have been de- 
veloped, but the last work in efficient 
feeding of the dairy feed has not been 
written. Efficient, economical feeding 
goes way back to a beginning with a 
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well-planned farming and pasture pro- 
gram. The development of new and 
improved forages and farm machinery 
together, have brought revolutionary 
changes which are yet to be followed 
by many dairymen. 

More Pasture: Most of the pasture 
at one time was a native grass on the 
poorer soils that were unsuited to 
general farming. Pasture now holds 
first place as a soil building, soil con- 
serving, feed producing forage. Next 
to high individual production, pasture 
is equal, or a close second, in the step 
toward lowering the cost of pro- 
duction. A well developed dry land, 
or irrigated pasture, will provide the 
cheapest feed obtainable for dairy 
cattle. Pasture is cheap in many ways. 
It saves labor, produces more total 
digestible nutrients per acre, and in a 
most palatable form. Cows may get 
from 75 to 100 per cent of their total 
feed requirements from pasture for six 
to seven months out of the year. 
Under average conditions, 100 pounds 
of total digestible nutrients in grain 
will cost twice as much as 100 pounds 
of total digestible nutrients in hay. 
Pasture can produce the same feed 
value at one-half the cost in hay, and 
one-fourth the cost in grain. 

Grass Silage: Next in value and low 
cost is properly made silage. A pro- 
gtam of abundant pasture will mean 
an excess of early forage that can best 
be preserved as silage. Silage can be 
made in weather that will not permit 
hay making, and will conserve more 
feed value per acre of crop than will 
hay making under average conditions, 
and at less labor cost. Present labor 
Saving equipment will encourage the 
use of this method of storing forage, 
and will aid greatly in reducing the 
cost per ton. Crops normally used for 
hay can in many instances, because of 
weather, be preserved as silage, and 
produce feed of higher value at less 
cost. 

Higher Quality Feeds: Cost of pro- 
duction may be lowered by producing 
and feeding roughages that have the 
highest possible feed value and palat- 
ability. Palatability is important in re- 
ducing waste, and in getting cows to 
consume more of the cheap feed. That 
is one of the reasons pasture holds the 
position it does. Cows will graze to 
capacity, and there is little or no waste. 
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Good silage follows next, for the same 
reason. How often we see hay cut 
when it is over-ripe, then allowed to 
cure too long, with a loss of leaves 
and feed value due to drying and 
leaching. Cows fed this kind of hay 
will not eat as much as they will of a 
high quality hay. As a result, more 
higher protein grain mix must be fed 
for maximum production. 

Feed Grain According to Production: If 
any one feeding practice were to te- 
ceive all attention, this one should be 
it. First, because grain is the most 
expensive feed and should be fed as a 
supplement to roughages. As such, 
it should be fed only after the cow has 
consumed the maximum amount of 
roughage. Then, grain should be fed 
on the basis of individual production, 
and only in such amounts as will en- 
able her to produce all that inheritance 
makes possible. There is enough feed 
value in one pound of grain to enable 
the cow to produce about one tenth 
of a pound of butter fat. At this ratio, 


tention to the use of protein in the 
cow's ration. Protein is high in 
pasture forage. Harvesting forage at 
the right stage of growth, and pre- 
serving under proper conditions, will 
increase protein yield as much as 20 
per cent per acre. Preserving as silage 
may save as much as 10 per cent more 
protein than storing as average hay. 
The per cent protein in the grain mix 
should be limited to the minimum 
needed, considering the quality of the 
roughage being fed. It costs less to 
grow protein than to buy it in a grain 
mix. 


IMPROVED HERD MANAGEMENT 


Steps to increase production and 
improve feed are a part of good herd 
management. However, the profit 
established by these steps may be 
completely lost in inefficient use of 
labor, an uneconomical size of unit, 
or herd practices which allow or en- 
courage disease conditions. The keep- 
ing of adequate records of operation

careful feeding of grain will be profit- 
able. Feeding individually, according 
to production, usually results in less 
total grain being fed to the herd where 
grain feeding is liberal. Individual 
feeding then may be a financial saving, 
as well as a grain saving, practice which 
fits the present national demand for 
saving grain. 

Save Protein: Costs of production 
may be lowered by more careful at- 


are essential to good herd manage- 
ment. Only records can show where 
losses occur, and where the profit leaks 
in Operation are. 

Disease Control: Raising replacements 
is most desirable. When purchase is 
necessary, only disease-free animals 
from disease-free herds should be 
considered. Regular testing for Bang’s 
and mastitis will help to reduce the

Organize Dairy Foundation 
of $300,000 to Assist 


Teaching and Research 


in Dairying 


Moc: has been said and written 
about the progressiveness of North 
Carolina. One does not need to spend 
much time in the state to realize that 
these statements are based on facts and 
not fiction. At least, this is true in 
dairying. 

An excellent example of what co- 
operation between industry, the state 
legislature, and college officials, can do 
in building a potentially outstanding 
dairy school, can be found at the 
North Carolina State College in Ra- 
leigh. Within the past two years this 
institution has developed one of the 
outstanding dairy departments in the 
country. 

It all started about two years ago, 
when the dairy industry of the state 
set Out to assist the college in im- 
proving its teaching and research

facilities in dairying. The industry, 
including both producers and pro- 
cessors, organized the North Carolina 
Dairy Foundation, a non-profit or- 
ganization composed of individuals 
and organizations interested in de- 
veloping a greater dairy industry in 
North Carolina. The primary purpose 
of the Foundation was to assist the 
college in expanding its teaching and 
research facilities to keep pace with the 
state’s rapidly growing dairy industry. 

The first move of the Foundation, 
under the leadership of its president, 
George S. Coble (a producer-distri- 
buter of GOLDEN GUERNSEY), was to 
discuss the needs of the dairy depart- 
ment with Governor Broughton, who 
was then Governor of the state. 
Recognizing the importance of the 
movement, a sum of $120,000, to be

used in equipping and remodeling the 
dairy laboratories in the animal indus- 
try building, was made available to the 
institution by Governor Broughton. 
These laboratories are now completed, 
and the institution has, perhaps, one 
of the best equipped creameries and 
dairy laboratories of any similar in- 
stitution in the country. 

Realizing that it takes more than 
equipment to build a strong institution 
the Dairy Foundation set out to 
raise, through gifts and donations, a 
minimum of $300,000, the principal 
and interest of which was to be used 
in assisting the institution in enlarging 
its staff, and bringing to the state 
some outstanding young dairy scien- 
tists. As a result of this assistance, 
and some additional appropriations 


provided by the legislature, five 
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Animal Industry Building at North Carolina State College. 


new teachers and research workers 
have been added to the dairy staff. 
These include: Dr. W. S. Arbuckle, an 
Indiana boy who received his under- 
graduate training at Purdue, and his 
graduate training at the University of 
Missouri, and who now has charge 
of the work in ice cream; Dr. F. I. 
Elliott, a native of Ohio, with his 
undergraduate training at Ohio State, 
and his graduate training at Cornell 
University, who is in charge of Animal 
Physiology and Endocrinology; Dr. 
R. K. Waugh, an Indiana boy with his 
undergraduate and graduate training 
at Purdue University, who has charge 
of the work in dairy cattle nutrition; 
Dr. D. W. Colvard, a native of North 
Carolina, with his graduate training at 
the University of Missouri and Purdue 
University, who is now head of the 
dairy husbandry department, and Dr. 
Marvin L. Speck, from Maryland, with 
his graduate training at Cornell Uni- 
versity, and now has charge of the 
work in dairy bacteriology. 

These new men, who are highly 
trained in their respective fields, cou- 
pled with other top notch men such as 
J. A. Arey, R. H. Ruffner, M. L. 
Clevenger, F. M. Haig, C. D. Grinnell, 
W. M. Roberts, and A. C. Kimrey, who 
have been at State College for a number 
of years, gives to this institution an 
unusually strong personnel in the 
dairy field. This group of older mem- 
bers of the staff has been with the 
college for many years, and has had to 
carry the brunt of the load in teaching, 
research, and extension, over a very 
trying period. They have built a 
foundation in dairying upon which 
the enlarged staff may be expected to 
reap rewards for the dairy farmers, not 
only in the state, but in the entire 
South. 
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In the fall of 1944, North Carolina 
State College started forward when Dr. 
James H. Hilton, better known as 
‘Jimmie’, was appointed chief of the 
Animal Industry Department, after 
making an enviable reputation for 
himself at Purdue University. Only 
recently, Dr. Hilton was appointed 
dean of the School of Agriculture, and 
director of the North Carolina Ex- 
periment Station at Raleigh. Dr. R. 
W. Cummings was appointed associate 
director of the Experiment Station, and 
Dr. Cary H. Bostian, associate dean 
of the School of Agriculture. 

The legislature made funds avail- 
able to the college to complete the 
additional facilities needed in en- 
larging the dairy production, teaching, 
and research program of the depart- 
ment. These additions include barns 
for physiology and nutrition studies, 
teaching laboratories, and fencing 
needs for pasture research studies. 
The blue prints and plans for these

new fields of work are all worked out, 
and the program is well under way. 

The additional personnel, and added 
facilities, is making it possible for the 
college to greatly expand its work in 
dairying. The regular four-year course 
has been revised and enlarged, the 
research program extended, and short 
courses added to the teaching program. 
Starting this fall, the institution will 
offer Ph. D. degree training in various 
fields of animal industry. 

With the enthusiasm and “‘esprit de 
corps”’ of this group, it will be well to 
keep an eye on North Carolina.

New windows, concrete floors, 
modern steel equipment, automatic 
water cups, a litter carrier system, and a 
feed truck, can readily be added to 
meet local sanitary requirements, and 
to save both feed and high priced 
labor. Insulation and systematic ven- 
tilation, plus a new paint job, will just 
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about round out a full remodeling job 
which will enable you to knock that 
profit-destroying old 8-ball for a row 
of goals. 

And don’t forget, that the term 
“8-ball,’’ as applied here, is not idle 
gossip.

E have been studying, in the 

Performance Register, neg- 

lected fields, such as cow 
families, bull families, blood lines, 
results, and the reasons why. 

We have a particularly interesting 
set of the Performance Register (better 
than an ouija board), and we ask it 
many questions. It gives us some 
answers, and in turn asks us some 
questions. However, we are not too 
sure of all the answers to its quizzes. 

For instance, we asked: ‘How 
come there are not more Guernseys 
on the honor lists sent out by the 
D. H. I. A. Has that old cow a 
neighbor offers to sell anything in her 
background that would help us? What 
percentage of our bulls improve pro- 
duction in D. H. I. A. herds?” And 


more—much more. 

Some of the answers were a shock. 
However, the study shows that 
Guernseys have become largely a one- 
family breed, so that family must bear 
the responsibility. Have we been 
wise in making it so, and neglecting 
the excellence of our other lines? This 
breeding business is definitely not a 
mathematical proposition. We can 
show you blood lines that have been 
highly prepotent for high production 
for 40 to 60 years, and are still work- 
ing. We can show you that the 
highest records of many of the highly 
touted sires trace directly to these 
lines, generations on end. We can 
show you two of the best known herds 
that owe practically their entire suc- 
cess to the daughters of two old bulls 
that were little appreciated, and were 
probably among the “lowest index’ 
bulls they ever used. Both are for- 
gotten today, but their descendants 
are still showing and producing after 
many dilutions. 

We can show that another bull 
carried quite as much May Rose blood 
as Ne Plus Ultra, and that some 
May Rose bulls were not prepotent 
for high yield, for there was too much 
spottiness to warrant building an 
entire breed on them. Not all bad, 
for the excellent Maxims are essentially 
May Day, as are largely the Musicals.

Chene, Julie of the Chene, Murne 
Cowan, Klondike Jette and Kristin, 
Frankland Giralda, and 
Guardsman. 

Another bull that seemed only 
slightly less mighty was Golden Prince 
of Oregon (never heard of him, either?). 
This old show bull left only three 
tested daughters. For 30 years his 
blood has been diluted with every- 
thing possible. Yet, up to March, 
1947, of the 25 class leaders located in

the Far West, 21 traced to Golden 
Prince of Oregon. 

These two old timers, Bonny Boy 
and ‘Prince’, have, of course, had 
their day, and largely run their course. 
They may have had their weak points, 
for there must have been some reason 
why they were not more appreciated, 
and preserved. One factor was that 
in those days there was no Performance 
Register to make full information 
readily available. These two bulls 
well illustrate the fact that there are 
definitely superior lines, and there are 
other bulls, both ancient and modern, 
of notable potency. Research indi- 
cates the great need for constant study 
and alertness, lest some superior blood 
be lost. Look sharp at those Guern- 
seys, ‘‘thar’s gold in them thar hides’.

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A Breeder and an 
Aged Cow 


V autey GEM SATIN is dead. Most 
people will ask: ‘‘Who is Valley Gem 
Satin? I never heard of her.’ In 
answer, let it be said, ‘‘Satin’’ is a 
Guernsey cow that in 15 years milked a 
total of 105,278 lbs. of milk and 
5,699 Ibs. of fat during the 4,792 days 
she was fresh. “Satin” was a friendly 
individual, was always on hand for her 
feed, was regular in her calving, and 
helped pay the bills for Valley Gem 
Farms, owned by John E. Wrage and 
Charles H. Grewe, Arlington, Wash 


‘“Satin’’ made her way into the lives 
of these two men and their families, 
and had become so much a part of the 
farm that Charles said: ‘She would 
have been 18 years old, and it saddened 
us to see her go. Maybe this is only a 
business, but we miss her just the 
same.” 


In January of 1917, John Wrage 
wrote: “I have been an admirer of the 
Guernsey cattle for quite a few years, 
and have been breeding to nothing but 
registered bulls, but until now have 
not found it possible to get any 
females. I have now bought an 
Advanced Register cow from Charles 
Wilkins, Platteville, Wis., and three 
calves from M. L. Welles, Rosendale, 
Wis. The latter were two heifers and a 
bull. The cow I bought from Mr. 
Wilkins gave me a heifer calf before 
they could send her out here, and so 
Mr. Wilkins has the calf there yet, and 
is to send it as soon as it can stand the 
trip. This will make me four females 
to start with. 


“T tried to get as good a foundation 
as I could, for I know it means so 
much in the end, and I hope the end of 
my Guernsey business is a long way 
off, as I am only 31, and the only son of 
a ‘big farm,’ and being in a practically 
new country for Guernseys I ought to 
make good. 

“I have at present 80 head of grade 
and registered stock on the place, and 
hope in the future to have all re- 
gistered stock of the finest kind 
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possible. If you have any by-laws, 
etc., for the organization of a breeders’ 
association, would be glad to get 
them, as we wish to start something 
here if possible. I wish to be a booster 
for the Guernsey, and to cooperate 
with you.” 

One of the heifer calves purchased 
was Nan of Birchwood, that later 
produced 12932 Ibs. of milk and 627 
Ibs. of fat in EE. She in turn had a 
daughter, Nan of Valley Gem, that 
made 8210 lbs. of milk and 439 lbs. of 
fat in AAA, and was the dam of Valley 
Gem Perella, that made 12578 Ibs. of 
milk and 647 lbs. of fat in A. ‘‘Perella”’ 
was the dam of Valley Gem Satin. 
“Satin’’ was by Mixter Senator, the 
sire of 24 A. R. daughters, he by 
Langwater Demonstrator, A. R., and 
out of Yeoman’s Mixter Bettie. On 
the top side, Valley Gem Perella was 
sired by Valley Gem Paragon, a son of 
Cinderella’s Glenwood Boy of Mound 
City, and out of Gana of Valley Gem. 

There is no question but what the 
two young men who established 
Valley Gem Farms, back in the early 
days of Guernsey history in the state of 
Washington, have made good. Their

farm is one of the well-known breeding 
establishments located on the west 
coast. 


While Satin’s influence in the 
herd, through her daughters, was 
somewhat limited, as she had only 
two, her influence in the state was felt 
through her sons. She freshened for 
the first time on June 13, 1931, and 
dried up for the last time in July, 
1946, after producing for 15 years. 
The record of her registered progeny is 
as follows:

Lindquist, Arlington, Wash.; Valley 
Gem Parmok, born March 24, 1943, 
and sold to Anton S. Johnson, Granite 
Falls, Wash.; Valley Gem Heartsease, 
born August 28, 1944, and Valley 
Gem Highboy, born August 12, 1945, 
and sold to Mack I. Sprague, Arling- 
ton, Wash. Her two daughters, 
Valley Gem Batiste and Valley Gem 
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Glossy, were both retained in the herd, 
and through them her blood carries on 
in the herd. 

Valley Gem Satin is dead. She 
lived a great life, and helped John 
Wrage and Charles Grewe to build the 
herd they dreamed of 31 years ago. 


Hayes Family Honored 


Lester Hayes and family, Chester, 
Nebr., were presented with the 1947 
Honor Farm Family Recognition 
Award for the state of Nebraska. This 
award is given each year by the 
Nebraska State Journal and the Lincoln 
Star. Mr. Hayes is a Guernsey breeder, 
and he attended the state meeting 
following his award. Besides Lester 
and his wife Louise, there are four 
children, Harold 15, Robert 13, Cecil 
10, and Darlene 8. 

The Hayes’ family life centers around 
the fully modern farm home which 
Hayes borrowed money to build and 
furnish in 1939. “It didn’t look like 
too good a financial investment, but 
we wanted the children to have the 
advantage and memories of a real 
home,” Hayes said, and added, “It 
worked out all right tho, we couldn't 
build and furnish that house today for 
three times what it cost us.” After 
eight years, the farm house has ac- 
quired that atmosphere which charac- 
terizes it as a home. 

It shows that four healthy, active, 
children have been living in it, but it 
also gives evidence of that care which 
both adults and children give to things 
they love. The Hayes family is not 
living to maintain a house as a show 
place. They built a home to live in. 

From that home emanates the 
inspiration, the incentive, the energy 
and the enthusiasm which produces a 
good job of farming, effective particip- 
ation in community affairs and the 
betterment of all members of the 
family as avail themselves of the 
advantages of school and church; of 
extension service activities and the 
technical assistance of the soil con- 
servation service; of farm organizations 
and community gatherings; of partici- 
pation in the solution of the problems 
of the neighborhood, their county and 
their state. 

The farm activities, in which all 
members of the family participate, are

12, and the Iowa G. B. A. held their 
meeting at Des Moines on December 
az. 


Guernsey breeders and their families 
turned out in record attendance to hear 
Mr. Musser. Possibily the worst 
weather conditions in the mid-west 
occurred during this week. Regardless 
of the ice, snow and fog, people 
attended so that they could learn more 
about the cow they love, and the 
breed that makes their livelihood. 


Missouri Meeting 


This marked the 20th annual meet- 
ing of the Missouri group. President 
Lawrence Rainey, Secretary H. A. 
Herman, and the some 60 odd breeders 
present, discussed the year’s work, and 
the following were the results: Set 
the goals for 1947, and accomplished 
them; held 10 district regional meet- 
ings; increased membership to 320;

Kansas Meeting 


This was a called meeting, as the 
Kansas association always holds its 
business meeting during Farm and 
Home Week at Manhattan in February. 
With fog and eight inches of snow in 
Wichita, it was most gratifying to all to 
see over 60 breeders present. Many 
rode buses and trains all night, when 
automobile transportation became un- 
certain. 

John Nelson was in charge of ar- 
rangements, and President Max 
Dickerson presided over the morning 
session, with Prof. Floyd Atkeson 
taking over the afternoon meeting. 

Field-man F. L. Greenburg spoke on 
“Efficiency When You Register Your 
Cattle.” He pointed out that 19 per 
cent of the applications and transfers 
received by the Club have to be re- 
turned for additional information. 
This was followed by a round table 
discussion on various subjects. 

Prof. Atkeson, in charge of the 
afternoon meeting, said that all should 
think about the “‘fast’’ times we are 
living in. He said that the price of 
registered cattle is very high, and 
sooner or later there must be a leveling- 
off period, so we should try and think 
“around the corner’’ and protect our- 
selves against deflation. “One way to 
do this,” he said, ‘‘is stay in business 
and keep cows that have calves each 
year.” 

Prof. Atkeson then introduced Karl 
B. Musser, who was at “home,” 
having been born and raised near 
Abiline, and graduated from Kansas 
State College. He spoke on dairying 
in Kansas, as he knew it as a boy. He 
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compared The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, when he started as a field- 
man, to the organization of today, and 
he explained how the devaluation of 
the dollar has affected the Club, thus 
making it necessary for the registration 
and transfer fees to be raised. 

The group voted to present Mr. & 
Mrs. William Ransom, Jr., a gift for 
their efficient and hard work in making 
the past state sale a successful one. 

Nebraska Meeting 

The Nebraska meeting was held at 
Union Building, University of Ne- 
braska, with 113 breeders present. 
Otto Liebers, of Lincoln, president of 
the association, presided. 

The forenoon program was com- 
posed of remarks by Floyd L. Green- 
burg, Field-man, who spoke on 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY, and what it 
means to the breeder. Chris Sanders, 
Field-man for the Cooper Foundation, 
told of Nebraska’s 4-H accomplish- 
ments, and said that there are now over 
1,400 4-H dairy members, and that the 
4-H judging team was high in Guern- 
seys at the National Guernsey Show at 
Waterloo, lowa. Mr. Sanders appealed 
to the breeders to assist in finding 4-H 
calves for new 4-H members. 

M. N. Lawritsen, Extension Dairy 
Specialist of the University of Ne- 
braska, spoke on the different types of 
testing for production. ‘Test to 
hedge against bad times and more 
efficient production in good times,” 
concluded Mr. Lawritsen. 

In the afternoon, the group heard 
from Chancelor Gustafson, of the 
University of Nebraska, and Dean W. 
W. Burr, of the School of Agriculture. 
The featured speaker was Karl B. 
Musser, Secretary of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, who gave to the 
breeders a detailed breakdown of the 
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different departments, their costs and 
accomplishments over the years. He 
spoke about the longtime program of 
the Club, and emphasized the need of 
increasing the registration and transfer 
fees, and placing a fee on birth reports, 
if the various activities are to continue 
and the breed is to advance.

Iowa Meeting 

The Iowa meeting was in three parts. 
The board of directors and the sales 
committee met in the morning; the 
business meeting was in the afternoon, 
and a banquet was held in the evening. 
There were over 100 in attendance at 
the afternoon session, and 165 were 
present for the banquet. 

At the afternoon session, Dallas 
McGinnis, of the Iowa State Dairy 
Association, spoke on 4-H work in 
Iowa, its needs and accomplishments. 
Dr. C. Y. Cannon, head of the Dairy 
Department, Iowa State College, told 
the group that in 1932, 8.2 per cent of 
the dairy cattle were Guernseys, and 
that in 1945 this figure increased to 12 
per cent, while another breed de- 
creased from 34 per cent to 22 per 
cent during the same period. Last 
year, over 100,000 cows were bred 
artificially, and Guernseys were second 
high in numbers serviced. 

Floyd Arnold, head of the Dairy 
Extension Department, Iowa State 
College, presented the lifetime pro-

duction awards, of which there were 37. 
Twenty-three cows produced over 
2000 lbs. of fat, 10 made over 3000 
lbs., and four produced over 4000 lbs. 
The high cow, to date, is Kenfleur 
Dicta Dare, with 4659 lbs. of fat in 
seven lactations. She is owned by 
Jetry Spencer of Clermont. The 
second high cow is Stringtown Tareca’s 
Taressa, with 4462 lbs. of fat in eight 
lactations, and she is owned by Harry 
Reese & Sons, Prescott. Mr. Arnold 
reported an increase of from 21 to 41 
herds on HIR test in Iowa during 
1947. 

Don Volker, Extension Dairyman 
at Iowa State College, was introduced 
by Mr. Arnold. Mr. Volker recently 
started work in this department to fill 
the position left vacant by Lyle Jack- 
son, who resigned to become manager 
of the Eastern Iowa Artificial Breeding 
Association, at Cedar Rapids. 

Prof. Arthur Porter, of the Iowa 
State College Dairy Department, spoke 
on the changing center of dairy cattle 
population. Mr. Porter showed how 
dairying is moving westward, near the 
raw products, and the finished product 
is finding its way east—a reverse 
procedure as compated to years ago. 

J. Parvin Eves, of the Meredith 
Publishing Company, discussed an 
advertising program for the pure bred 
breeder, and Floyd Greenburg, Field- 
man, discussed the GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY program. 

Roy Kilpatrick had charge of the 
banquet arrangements and entertain- 
ment, and there were 165 in attendance. 
The meal and the entertainment were a 
complete success. 

George Dannen, of Melbourne, was 
presented with a gold wrist watch by 
President Lage, as lowa’s outstanding 
4-H Guernsey member. 

Dean H. H. Kildee, Dean of the 
School of Agriculture, Iowa State 
College, acted as toastmaster, and he 
made many worth while statements on 
present day farming. ‘“To maintain 
soil fertility is to have a Guernsey 
herd,”’ stated Dean Kildee. 

Karl B. Musser, Secretary-Treasurer, 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, was introduced by Dean Kildee. 
Mr. Musser directed the attention of 
the group to the progress of the type of 
the present day Guernsey cow. “With 
the 1,000 years of inheritance of our 
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cow, do we really appreciate what we 
have inherited, and that we must guard 
this precious blood and add only good 
to it during our short life? We must 
all think what has gone before us, for 
it is a definite challenge, and never get 
your head too far in a cow’s flank that 
you can’t see the cow.” 

The new officers elected were: 
President, Robert Lage, Davenport;

This organization, which covers nine 
counties in eastern Indiana, under the 
presidency of Adam Riggin, left no 
stone unturned in making the local 
arrangements, and in giving publicity 
to the meeting. Again, their efh- 
ciency was tremendously increased, as 
is the case in all of their operations, by 
the detailed watchfulness of County 
Agent Myron Cromer, of Muncie. 
The business sessions in the morn- 
ing and afternoon were the best at- 
tended ever, with upwards of 270 
people. The reports and the business 
meetings were held in the morning, 
with luncheon at noon, and the edu- 
cational program in the afternoon. 
The evening program of this organi- 
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zation is purely of fun and relaxation. 
About 370 people attended the ban- 
quet, at which the entertainment was 
furnished by Jack Kurkowski’s Xylo- 
phone Band—a strictly first class and 
interesting performance by an_ or- 
ganization which is believed to be the 
only one of its kind, certainly of its 
quality, in America. 
INDIANA A LEADER 

President R. H. McMurtrie pre- 
sided at the business meeting. Secre- 
tary E. T. Wallace reported a 17 per 
cent increase in female registrations 
in the state in 1947, over 1946. He 
also reported on the continued success 
of the two state sales, in which ap- 
proximately 80 per cent of the con- 
signments remained in Indiana, and 
he called attention to the activities 
of the more than 20 local Guernsey 
breeders’ associations in the state, 
including parish or district shows. He 
mentioned the Elkhart County Sale, 
the 4-H and FFA Sale, sponsored by 
the Eastern Indiana group, the $200 
provided to send the state champion 
junior judging team to Waterloo, the 
sending of the state champion Guern- 
sey 4-H club boy and his heifer to 
Waterloo, and the fact that Indiana 
Guernseys lead all other dairy breeds 
in the state in production testing, and 
rank third in America in both num- 
ber of herds and number of cows on 
test in the various divisions of the Ad- 
vanced Register. Local organizations 
sponsored 16 special Guernsey shows 
within the state in 1947, and 58 In- 
diana exhibitors had entries in the 


state fair. Thirty-three Indiana herds, 
totaling 811 head, have been classi- 
fied to date. Eight Guernsey sires 
were awarded Meritorious Sire Awards 
by the Indiana State Dairy Asso- 
ciation—three gold, three silver and 
two bronze. 

E. A. Gannon, chief of Dairy Exten- 
sion at Purdue University, announ- 
ced the awarding of 19 Lifetime Pro- 
duction Certificates by the Association. 


GOLDEN GUERNSEY 

While GOLDEN (GUERNSEY sales 
dropped 5.3 per cent, compared to 
1946, an upturn was noted toward the 
end of the year, which indicates that 
the distribution is now back up beyond 
the peak. 

Great effort has been spent by the 
state association in connection with 
the Quality Control Program of GoL- 
DEN GUERNSEY milk, with the result 
that Indiana now ranks among the 
top states in this regard. However, 
the Milk Marketing Program in In- 
diana is still suffering due to the fact 
that GOLDEN GUERNSEY is still being 
offered at a two cent premium, which 
at the present price of butter fat, is not 
sufficient. However, it was reported 
that GOLDEN GUERNSEY producers in 
in 1947 received a total of $20,508.26 
in premium payments.

Michigan Annual Meeting 


Tue annual meeting of the Michigan 
G. B. A. was again held in connection 
with the general dairy sessions as a 
part of the Michigan Farmers’ Week, 
on January 26, at East Lansing.

This vaccine appears to 
be far more effective that the Strain 19 
variety which now has governmental 
approval. 

The Guernsey breeders ate in 
Philips Hall at noon, and at the 
business session there was an attend- 
ance of about 150 people. President 
E. W. Ruehs presided. This marked 
the completion of the first full year in 
which the organization has operated 
on its own with a full time program. 
It has been a difficult but none the less 
very satisfactory year for the Guernsey 
industry of Michigan. 


GREAT PROGRESS 


The annual report showed a gross 
income for the year of $17,540.44, as 
against disbursements of $15,923.57, a 


net of $1,616.87, which leaves the 
association with an earned surplus, as 
of December 31, 1947, of $6,845.70. 
Their GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk sales 
for the year totaled 4,139,856 quarts, 
a slight increase over 1946, this in- 
crease being chiefly accounted for by 
the addition of two new distributers. 
The association has been very active 
in the sale of cattle, both at private 
treaty and at auction.

Closed 


Tue Adohr Certified Farm, a mecca 
for tourists during the past 30 years, 
and probably the most widely known 
dairy operation in America, will sell its 
500 acre property at 18000 Ventura 
Boulevard, near Van Nuys, Calif., and 
will conduct all of its milk production 


operations at its mew farm near 
Camarillo. 
The Adohr Certified Farm was 


established in 1916, by Mr. and Mrs. 
Merritt H. Adamson, and soon at- 
tracted wide attention by winning a 
series of national milk scoring con- 
tests. The breeding of Guernsey 
cattle was developed on a large scale, 
and the Adohr Guernsey herd became 
the largest in the world. Many grand 
champion and record-breaking 
animals were bred on the farm, and an 
Adohr Guernsey bull was recently 
shipped to England. 

Many advanced dairying techniques, 
including calf vaccination, were de- 
veloped on the Adohr Certified Farm, 
and dairy experts from all over the 
world were constant visitors at this 
show place. The production of Certi- 
fied milk will be discontinued by the 
company since present production 
costs make it necessary to charge a 
prohibitive premium price to con- 
sumers. 


Methods Explained at 
Bayville 


Enrnusuastic Guernsey breeders and 
friends, numbering 75, of the South- 
ampton G. B. A., met on December 7, 
at Bayville Farms, Lynnhaven, Va., 
owned by C. F. Burroughs, and 
managed by W. Clark Fleming, Jr., 
to see the herd and inspect the farm 
operations. The herd consists of 
about 500 Maxim-bred Guernseys, of 
which they are milking 310. 


Bayville Farms distributes its entire 
output of milk under the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY trade-mark in the Norfolk- 
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Virginia Beach area, and has a long 
customer waiting list at all times. 

The group saw a luxurious growth 
of Ladino clover, which is playing an 
important part in the farm program, 
and a large number of acres of alfalfa 
which produces the hay for the herd. 
Most of this alfalfa hay is chopped 
and dehydrated, while some is put up 
long in the barn mow and cured with 
the forced air barn drier. Corn pro- 
duces most of the silage, which is 
harvested with a field chopper and 
hauled to the blower in trucks with 
bodies equipped with an unloader 
similar to the bottom of a manure 
spreader. This unloader is geared to 
be hooked up with a small motor at 
the silo to furnish the motive power 
for unloading the ensilage. 

Clark Fleming had arranged an 
oyster feast, and under the direction of 
Mrs. Fleming, and several other ladies, 
it was most enjoyable and beautifully 
served. The setting was on the banks 
of Lynnhaven Bay, where the famous 
Lynnhaven oysters are grown. First, 
oysters on the half-shell were served, 
all one could eat—some were very 
interested in these. Then followed 
steamed oysters, with crackers, coffee 
and pickles to the extent of everyone's 
capacity. 

After lunch, Mr. Fleming had many 
of the cows led out of the barn, and he 
discussed them briefly. The method of 
raising calves was most interesting. 
The calves are kept on individual 
elevated wire bottom stalls for about 
10 weeks. They are fed milk and grain 
ration, with hay and water before them 
at all times. From here they are moved 
to larger pens, in groups of approxi- 
mate same age, for several weeks, and 
later moved again to larger quarters 
and pasture lots, still being maintained 
in groups according to age. 

The group then drove to Franklin, 
Va., where the annual meeting of the 
Southampton G. B. A. was held that 
night at Hunterdale Farm, and where 
everyone enjoyed a fried chicken 
dinner. 

Several guests were presented, in- 
cluding Alfred F. Mistr, president of 
the Virginia G. B. A., and E. C. C. 
Woods and John D. Blair, president 
and vice-president, respectively, of the 
Richmond G. B. A. 

At the business session all officers

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A 26-Hour Day 
Lengthens the Milking Time 


Tue University of Wisconsin has 
recently announced the results of an 
experiment to determine the difference 
between milk production, fat pro- 
duction, and per cent of fat, between a 
24-hour test day and a 26-hour test 
day. Following are their conclusions: 

1. Differences in total milk pro- 
duction for 26 and 24-hour test day 
are statistically significant, with a 
higher production of milk for the 26- 
hour test day. 

2. Differences in per cent fat for a 
26 and 24-hour test day are statistically 
significant, with a lower per cent of fat 
for the 26-hour test day. 

3. Differences in total fat production 
for a 26 and 24-hour test day are not 
statistically significant. 

4. Dairymen enrolled in D. H. I. A. 
who anticipate a test day and alter 
their milking time in order to obtain 
longer intervals between milkings pro- 
bably will increase total milk pro- 
duction, decrease the per cent of fat 
of the milk, and not appreciably in- 
fluence total fat production. 

The Wisconsin experiment, how- 
ever, shows that the butter fat test is 
substantially lower when the cows are 


Push Uniform Laws 
on Brucellosis 


Active upon the directive passed at 
the recent Chicago meeting of the 
U. S. Livestock Sanitary Association, 
Dr. J. V. Knapp, Florida State veterin- 
arian, head of the USLSA, and Dr. 
B. T. Simms, chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, will meet at Wash- 
ington within a few weeks to name a 
committee to prepare a bill of facts 
bearing on recommended uniform 
State legislation for better regulation 
of Brucellosis disease. 

This committee will be composed of 
livestock sanitary officials and research 
workers. They will draw up basic 
information that will lend support to 
appeals made in many states for re- 
drafting and amendments to existing 
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allowed to hold their milk for a longer 
time. The total pounds of butter fat 
is almost exactly the same in either 
case. So, if you have been indignant 
over the practice of some neighbor 
who has been trying to manipulate his 
Herd Test records by milking early at 
the milking just before he thinks the 
supervisor is going to arrive, and 
perhaps also by having some con- 
venient delay, making it necessary to 
milk a little later at the final milking 
of the test period, you can now relax 
in the knowledge that he is only de- 
feating his own purpose. While his 
records will show a higher milk pro- 
duction than they should, his average 
test will be materially lower than his 
cows would have made had he followed 
the rules and stuck to a 24-hour day. 
The Wisconsin experiment included 
two groups of cows, one that averaged 
3.83 per cent butter fat in a 24-hour 
test day, and that dropped to 3.59 per 
cent in a 26-hour day, and another 
that averaged 4.44 per cent in a 24-hour 
day and dropped to 4.20 per cent in a 
26-hour day. In both groups the drop 
in percentage of butter fat was .24, or 
nearly a quarter of a per cent fat. 


laws so that confusion and injury to 
the cause of Brucellosis control may be 
averted. 

Complete detailed recommendations 
for this suggested type of legislation 
were drafted at the Chicago meeting. 
Moreover, there is an urgent demand 
for the wider distribution of facts 
about the disease through trained 
channels of information, State, Federal 
and private. This also will be worked 
out this year. 

In addition, a full statement on 
swine Brucellosis, already prepared in 
tentative form, and now being cir- 
culated among State authorities, will 
be released shortly by the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, through the USDA 
Press Service. 


Grain Feeding of Cows 
on Pasture 


By T. A. BAKER 
UNIVERSITY OF DELAWARE 


FIVE year plan of pasture research 
was conducted at the Delaware 
Agricultural Experiment Station 

that ran from 1941 to 1945, inclusive. 
The production of milking cows, 
deriving their nutrients from pasture 
grass, was compared with that of cows 
receiving pasture with concentrates. 

Ten Holstein cows were pastured 
each year on 10 acres of land, that was 
divided into four plots for rotational 
gtazing. Five of the cows derived 
their entire feed from pasture grass, 
while the other five received con- 
centrates according to the Haecker 
standard for milk production. The 
other five cows were stable fed, and 
served as a control group. The cows 
were carefully selected each year, so 
that the three groups would be uniform 
for production and stage of lactation. 
Since the pasture season was only 16 
weeks long in two of the five years, 
data for the first 16 weeks were used in 
the other years. 

The average weekly production of 
milk (4 per cent F. C. M.) per cow, for 
all cows, was 206.5 pounds for the 
group getting pasture only; 238.8 
pounds for the group getting pasture 
plus concentrates, and 219.8 pounds 
for the control group. The cows that 
were yielding 35 pounds of milk or 
more daily at the beginning of the 
pasture season, yielded as follows: 
252.1 pounds for the pasture only 
group; 284.2 pounds for the pasture 
plus concentrates group, and 266.4 
pounds for the control group. The 
higher producers receiving concen- 
trates on pasture had significantly 
higher production, but the extra milk 
did not pay for the cost of the con- 
centrates. (Summary of talk at As- 
sociation of Southern Agricultural 
Workers meeting.)

The Milk Crisis on Guernsey 
By BASIL DE GUERIN 


HE prevalence of short supplies of 
milk on Guernsey recently led 
the editor of the local newspaper, 
the “Evening Press,” to collaborate 
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with R. E. Chilcott, manager of the 
States of Guernsey Dairy, in pre- 
senting the reasons for the present 
position before the public. 


These are, in the main, that the 
population is higher and the number 
of milch cows lower than in 1939; 
that more locally produced milk is 
consumed today than before the war, 
and that the yield during 1947, suffered 
through prolonged snow in winter and 
drought in summer. Also, an import- 
ant point raised is that the priority 
ration for children never varies, what- 
ever the total yield. 


This latter is an aspect of the situa- 
tion which is not sufficiently appreci- 
ated by the great majority of those 
interested, and in this connection the 
figures quoted are particularly re- 
vealing. For instance, Mr. Chilcott 
states that for the week ending Novem- 
ber 29, 1947, the percentage of milk 
issued by the Dairy, for the use of 
priority consumers, excluding hos- 
pitals, was 54.7 per cent for children, 


‘and 8.4 per cent for expectant mothers 


and medical cases, a total of 63.1 per 
cent. 


With the increase of the birth-rate 
that accompanies an expanding popu- 
lation, priorities tend to rise in number, 
and if the milk yield falls, the percent- 
age allocated to those priorities natur- 
ally grows larger. Thus, when pro- 
duction was very low during the week 
ending February 8, 1947, the priority 
percentage was as high as 76 per cent of 
the total yield. 


Returning to the first of the three 
main reasons given above, the number 
of cows on Guernsey in 1939 was 
2,250; today it is 2,126 and in 1946, it 
was 2,085. Taking the figures of the 
latter year, we find that there were 
1,075,017 gallons of milk sent in to 
the Dairy; legitimate retentions of milk 
by the farmer for calf feeding, etc., and 
for household use, amounted to 
130,640 gallons, and an estimate of 
milk used for calves slaughtered at an 
average age of one week, 5,803 
gallons, giving a total production of 
1,211,460 gallons. 


This figure gives an average pro- 
duction per cow of 581.036 gallons per 
annum, 11.173 gallons per week, or 
1.595 gallons per day. No allowance 
is made for milk condemned by the 


Board of Health, and further, these 
figures are based on production for 365 
days in the year, which even the 
Guernsey has not yet achieved. There- 
fore, with allowance made for this, 
the daily yield would be considerably 
higher. 


The population of Guernsey has 
doubled itself in the past two years, 
and is now approximately 41,000 
people, and continues to increase at 
the rate of about 50 persons weekly, 
there being some 800 families on the 
books of the Housing Authority, 
waiting for houses. In addition, the 
aggregate accommodation in island 
hotels, boarding-houses, etc., has in- 
creased considerably over pre war 
figures, and last summer provided a 
very large number of visitors, all of 
whom were entitled to their share of 
the limited supplies of milk. 


Again, the international financial 
position debars local wholesale mer- 
chants from supplies of canned milk 
from the U.S.A. and elsewhere. This 
means that many households today are 
drawing their ration of liquid milk that, 
before the war, looked upon this 
article as a grocery line and that never 
drank fresh milk from one year’s end 
to the next. 


It should be noted that at present, 
the Dairy manufactures very little 
butter, only that milk which is “‘cold,”’ 
or of doubtful keeping quality, being 
processed. The amount of butter 
made in 1947, was 1,545 pounds, or the 
equivalent of approximately one half 
ounce per annum, per head of the 
population. The Dairy makes three 
island-wide collections daily between 
7 a. m. and 9:30 p. m., in order to 
eliminate any risk of ‘“‘cold’’ milk. 


Priority consumers of milk on the 
island today number 8,259 children, 
and 908 expectant mothers and in- 
valids. For these, rations are as 
follows: Children up to two years, two 
pints daily; two to five years, one 
pint; five to 14 years, three fourths of a 
pint; expectant mothers, two pints; 
medical cases, one pint, all daily. 


In analyzing and studying the 
figures given above, it must be 
remembered that they cover the output 
of every cow in the possession of a 
community of over 450 farmers, and 
the average over the whole should not 
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be compared with the records of any 
one individual animal which may be 
listed A. R. The island of Guernsey is 
not yet in a fit state to support a larger 
number of cattle than at present, but 
this does not mean that it never will be, 
and potential buyers of milch cows will 
have to content themselves in patience 
until that time comes. 

Efforts to bring this about, and to 
provide sufficient pasture to enable 
herds to increase to a point where the 
surplus may be freely exported, are now 
being made. 

It is realized that a considerable area 
of the island is still unproductive as a 
result of occupation by the Germans, 
and from compulsory neglect through 
lack of materials and labor since 
Liberation. The extent of this area is 
estimated to be approximately 2,400 
acres of the total of 15,560 acres which 
comprise the island’s surface, of which 
only about 5,000 acres was in pasture 
before the war. 

Much of this is fit only to plough in 
and sow down again, and the farmer 
will be the first to admit this. On the 
other hand, there is much which is 


starved, and by judicious feeding can _ 


be brought into full production again. 
The former waits on the availability of 
labor which is the crying need of all 
departments of island life, but the 
latter has so far existed only because the 
owner in the majority of cases could 
not afford the capital outlay to pay the 
full retail prices of today for the neces- 
sary manures and fertilizers. Without 
aid from the state, and in the face of 
restrictions on sale of his stock, where- 
by to gain the capital needed to re- 
habilitate his premises and land, many 
farmers have found it an impossible 
task to carry on, and some have sold 
out to younger men. The scarcity of 
labor which compels an owner to 
continue the practical work of his 
farm long after he has reached an age 
when it has become a burden, has also 
tended to dispirit even the most 
enthusiastic. 

It was to remedy this state of affairs 
and to extend a helping hand to the 
members of the island’s basic industry 
that the “‘States’’, or local parliament, 
met on January 14, to discuss the long 
overdue question of a subsidy on 
fertilizers to be used on grassland. 

In introducing the subject, Jurat 
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Ernest de Garis, O.B.E., President of 
the States Committee for Agriculture, 
attributed the decrease in milk pro- 
duction to the poor quality of grass- 
land in general, and agreed that it was 
largely due to the current high prices of 
gtass fertilizers that much land was not 
receiving the necessary treatment. It 
was with the intention of improving 
the quality of grass in the early spring 
of next year that his Committee asked 
for a subsidy of 50 per cent to be paid 
on the principal grassland fertilizers. 
Mr. de Garis estimated that some 
2,400 acres would be treated under 
subsidy, and that approximately 600

tons of fertilizers would be used, the 
cost of which on the basis asked for, 
being $15,000. He also stated that a 
Long Term Agricultural policy would 
be brought before the House at an 
early date when the newly appointed 
Agricultural Advisory Officer to the 
Experimental Farm had had an op. 
portunity to study it, and that the 
present measure was an emergency 
stop-gap which was imperative. The 
States passed the request with little 
discussion, even the usual opposition 
having little to say, and so at last a 
step which should have been taken two 
years ago was made in the direction of 
progress. 


If the breed is to gain greater prom- 
inence, more so-called dirt farmers 
must own Guernseys. How? Well, 
they must start off in a class by them- 
selves, and gradually build up to a so- 
called breeder level. Many farmers 
have done this, in a quiet manner, 
while others say, “Oh, we can’t com- 
pete with the big breeder,’’ and are 
therefore discouraged about the breed- 
ing of pure breds. 


It is the latter type that needs help, 
and I think one page a month, or 
twice a month would help. I would be 
satishied to contribute news 
Guernsey farmers in my locality.

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What Seaweed Adds 
to the Soil 
The Editor 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal: 

I have read with much interest the 
article in ‘““Gossip From Old Guernsey 
Island.”” I was particularly interested 
in that part of the article which stated 
that farmers on the island are prohi- 
bited from gathering seaweed for use 
as manure on the land because it is 
believed that there may be potato 
beetles present in that seaweed. 

At the risk of being scoffed at, I 
would like to say that I do not con- 
sider this a wise ruling, nor do I 
believe it can be in the best interests of 
the farmers of the island. To support 
this view let us stop to consider what 
seaweed adds to the soil. In the first 
place it adds tons of valuable organic 
matter and then supports the growth 
and propagation of trillions of favor- 
able bacteria. In the second place it 
furnishes the soil with great quantities 
of trace minerals, many of which are 
absolutely necessary for healthy plant 
and animal life. The latter is true 
because the sea, as a medium for the 
growth of seaweed, contains all of the 
elements. There is no gainsaying the 
importance of the minor elements in 
both plant and animal life; and of 
organic matter for the best productive- 
ness of our soils. 

There is the school of thought that 
has demonstrated by experiments that 
when the mineral supply is sufficient 
then there is greater resistance to 
disease and insect pests by both plants 
and animals. An excellent example of 
disease resistance by animals is cobalt 
therapy. The startling results ob- 
tained from the use of cobalt have 
been most revealing. In the Journal 
of Economic Entomology, Vol. 39, 
pp. 8-11, an article by Leonard Hos- 
man has the following to say: ‘Insects 
seem to require less minerals, and they 
may even thrive best on shortages of 
certain minerals. Lowering of the 
level of soil minerals by erosion, over- 
cropping, and faulty crop rotation 
improves conditions for the abundance 
of insect pests while making pro- 
gtessively less favorable conditions for 
crops and livestock. More attention 
should be given to fighting insects 
through soil improvement than 
through the use of insecticides.” 
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Sometime ago there appeared in the 
“Chemurgic Digest’ an article by a 
Mr. Larson on ‘‘Synthetic Topsoil.” 
Mr. Larson had noticed, while in 
Northern Wisconsin, that crops grown 
on virgin soil were free of pests. He 
verified these observations by growing 
two gardens, one in virgin soil, the 
other in a cropped soil. 

Last year I read in the ‘New Eng- 
land Homestead”’ an article about the 
Island of Guernsey. This article told 
about the ruggedness of the cows on 
the island; of how cows there were 
often going strong at the age of 20. 
To my way of thinking there was only 
one answer: the nutrients and minerals 
the cows were getting from soil dressed 
with seaweed. I wonder if it is good 
economy to lower the health and pro- 
ductivity of the island’s cows because 
of fear of a few potato bugs. As I 
indicated above, depriving the land of 
the elements present in seaweed will 
very likely furnish more favorable 
conditions for the propagation of the 
potato bug. 

I could go on and give further 
examples of the argument advanced 
above, but space and time do not 
permit. I believe we in this country 
must give more thought and study 
to the restoration of our soils, if we 
are tO enjoy, as a nation, the best of 
health.

Cattle Regulation Upheld 


Tue Supreme Court of North Carolina 
recently upheld the constitutionality of 
a regulation by the State Board of 
Agriculture regarding the importation 
of cattle into the state. George Watts 
Hill sent in the following clipping 
from the Durham Herald: 

“The action came on the appeal of a 
case from Mecklenburg, in which Asa 
Dove Lovelace, of South Carolina, was 
charged with violating an agriculture 
board regulation which requires that 
cattle brought into the state without 
health certificates must be consigned 
to a slaughter house. 

“When the case was tried in Meck- 
lenburg Superior Court, Judge Hoyle 
Sink, ruling under a special jury 


verdict, found Lovelace not guilty. 
The verdict was appealed by the state. 

“In upholding the regulations, the 
court pointed out that North Carolina 
is the only state in the union certified 
by the Federal government as free 
from Bang’s disease of cattle, and that 
the campaign to eradicate the disease 
had cost the state approximately 
$2,000,000. 

“The case was remanded to Meck- 
lenburg Superior Court for a judgment 
in accordance with the opinion of the 
Supreme Court.”

The foregoing is an example of 
what our books tell us. This infor- 
mation is very interesting, and seems 
to offer hope of finding practical 
solutions to our problems. To the 
boys who say you can’t breed cattle on 
paper, it would help if they would take 
the trouble to find out what is in those 
papers. There is no substitute for 
judgment here or elsewhere. The 
man is all important, but to do the 
best possible job, the man must figure 
all the angles. There is no angle more 
important than that of transmitting 
ability. No animal can transmit what 
it doesn’t inherit, and the registration 
papers show what it inherits. That is 
the basis of the criticism of the pure 
bred breeder, by the Dairy Cattle Club, 
and here is the answer to that criticism 
—if the papers mean little, they are 
right, and we might as well register 
anything that gives milk; but, if we 
will use the papers, we can breed so 
much better cattle that all their argu- 
ments will evaporate. 

We wonder if proved sire records 
are not often a bit misleading, in that 
longlived cows are often slow matur- 
ing, and in our anxiety to make a 
showing (and some quick money) 
we don’t unduly stress two-year-old 
records. 

It would seem that when we find 
these superior blood lines we should 
do some close breeding to preserve 
them, and if they are superior they 
will take it. We most always find that 
when outcrossing is done, the better 
the animals used, the better the results. 
The difficulty here seems to be that 
there is too much of a tendency to give 
all the credit for the good result to 
the outcross animal, especially if 
it happens to be from a popular and 


profitable line. 

We go at this thing a bit differently 
from the experts. We use, largely, 
six generation pedigrees, and charts 
like the one shown. It is work. It 
takes time, curiosity and patience, but 
we like to think we are learning some- 
thing about our business, and believe 


we already see real results in our herd.

disease loss which may wipe out all 
the profit from even the highest pro- 
ducing herd. Sanitary housing and 
milking practices can easily reduce by 
half the losses from mastitis alone. 

Improved Breeding Efficiency: Long dry 
periods and early loss of cows from 
sterility is a hard one to check. High 
quality feeds, pasture and selection of 
replacements from long-lived indi- 
viduals and cow families will help. 

Labor Saving: The first step in labor 
saving is in harvesting equipment, 
such as field cutters for silage and hay, 
because these not only save labor, but 
may greatly improve the quality and 
value of the feed. The second step is 
to check the chore routine to eliminate 
wasted effort. Savings of 25 per cent 
have been effected by rearrangement 
of barn layout. The use of feed carts, 
tub carriers replacing wheelbarrows, 
and rapid milking practices, all reduce 
labor. The size of the herd in com- 
parison to facilities and labor available 
is an important factor in cost. 

Rapid Milking: Training cows to 
milk out in three to four minutes, and 
stripping with the machine, have cut 
milking time as much as 20 per cent, 
and relieved the use of one man at 
milking time from doing the stripping. 
Many herds have reported increased 
production from rapid milking prac- 
tice. In addition, better udder health 
results from this more careful use of 
milking machines. 

Dairy farming should be a long- 
time enterprise based on the sound 
practices herein discussed. It is a 
basic industry that will reward the 
business-like operator in proportion 
to his efficiency of operation, and give 


him the satisfaction of producing one 
of the most important and essential 
human foods.

Dreibelbis, Llan Fair Farms, Pine 
Grove, was reelected president, and 
Barton Biever, Biever Farm, Adams- 
dale, was reelected as director repre- 
senting Schuylkill County.

After the banquet, a report was given 
by Sam King, representative of the 
Pennsylvania G. B. A., which sum- 
marized briefly the work of the state 
office during the past year. Charles 
Adams, Berks county agent, spoke to 
the group on economic feeding of 
livestock, and the great need of con- 
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serving food and grains due to high 
prices and world needs. 

The main speaker of the afternoon 
was Dr. Carl Bender, dairy professor 
and dairy husbandry specialist of 
Rutgers University. Dr. Bender spoke 
on roughage and grassland farming, 
giving a complete outline of the steps 
in a good economical milk production 
program. Dr. Bender stressed the fact 
that farmers in the east must be able 
to cut the costs of milk production in 
order to compete with those farmers 
who are in locations better suited for 
feeding cattle economically. Modern 
transportation makes it possible for 
them to ship their milk into the 
eastern city markets. He closed by 
saying that good farm management 
consists of being able to produce good 
grass silage, good hay, and good 
pastures, and breeding Guernseys with 
greater capacity to use roughage.

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NOTES ON PURCHASING PEDIGREES 


For sales purposes or the breeder’s own records he 
may wish to purchase pedigrees instead of making 
his own from the Performance Register. The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club and a number of companies 
supply pedigrees. 

Give the number of ancestors desired, as the num- 

ber of generations is frequently confused. 
Give Size of Leaf and Style of Binder. 
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N accurate diary of each day’s activity in the 


barn is the basis of private and public records. 
Many valuable purebred animals are saved from a 
grade status and lower value by barn records. 

The bound forms, described previously, have 
considerable advantage over the loose forms, in 
that blanks are readily available and the carbons 
furnish duplicate records. 

Some type of Herd Book Binder should be pur- 
chased for filing Cattle Club Certificates. It is against 
the rules to make notations on these Certificates. 
The loose leaves provided for the binders, called 
fillers, can be arranged one to each Certificate of 
Registration. This sheet then carries the various 
data as it accumulates in the Barn Memorandum 
Pad. 

The calf is sketched, before it leaves the dam, on 
the bound birth report or application for regis- 
tration. Preferably, it should be tatooed in one or 
both ears with a number which will be used as your 
HERD NUMBER in the future. For tatoo markers, 
write us. List your Herd Numbers in order of 
birth. 

At the birth of a calf a new leaf for the Herd Book 
Binder is made out for that calf. The calf is also 
credited to the sire on the sire leaf. Then the dam 
on her leaf in the binder is credited with the calf. 

Calves are best named with the prefix or farm 
name first, the second name to indicate the sire. 
Some breeders use one of the names appearing in 
the sire’s name and finally, the barn name may refer 
to the dam or family. Keep all three names as short 


as possible. Fawnry (prefix) Active (sire) Gem 
(family) identifies the farm, the sire and the cow 


family. Drop the use of apostrophe and (s). 

The Herd Book Binder can be divided into active 
and inactive. Binders can be separated on the basis 
of units or barns. These binders are more valuable 


than the account books of the farm. 


OW TO KEEP 


ECORDS 


Large herds with office assistance are fortunate 
if the person employed knows something about 
and enjoys doing pedigree work. Much data out of 
current issues of the Journal and Performance 
Register can be maintained on an up to date 
schedule. 

Breeding lists, showing cows and heifers to be 
bred and the sire to use, can be made up. Veterinary 
lists of bred cows and heifers to be examined two 
months after breeding are helpful. A medical his- 
tory of each animal is kept on the filler leaf along 
with other data. 

Daily milk weights are kept on all cows in the 
herd. Those on official test are specially marked. 
Large herds frequently pay for the tester spending 
another day so that butterfat tests on all cows are 
available. 

Barn milk sheets should be filed and kept for 
reference. Daily creamery records of shipments 
are checked with total milk weights for accuracy. 

From these records, information is available for 
advertising in the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal, 
information for prospective purchasers; data to 


guide matings and family 


histories in the herd.
